Significance of Cervera’s Courtesy. 

The officers of the fleet are still praising 
Admiral Cervera’s diplomacy in sending his 
chief of staff, Captain- Ovideo, to, Admiral 
Sampson with assurances of the safety of 
Lieutenant Hobson and hismen. Besides the 
kindness of the act, they say, Admiral Cer- 
vera displayed wisdom in making himself 
persona grata with Admiral Sampson, to 
whom he must s0o0n surrender. He Knows 
his cause is hopeless; and he cannot hold 
‘out much longer. The surrender of Cervera, 
the officers say, means the fall of Cuba. 

If to learn the strength of the American 
fleet was one object of Captain Ovideo’s 
polite visit he certainly was able to accom- 
plish it. He was given an opportunity to re- 


view all the ships, which appeared to be ac- * 


cidental, yet was really the result of a well- 
timed order. While Captain Ovideo, in the 
New York’s cabin, was delivering his chief's 
message and receiving Admiral Sampson’s 
reply, a signal was given for all the ships to 
assemble near the flagship. So when Cap- 
tain Ovideo came on deck he saw twenty- 
one magnificent floating fighting machines 
deploying past the New York in a procession 
that seemed to have no end. It is not likely 
that his description of the’ pageant will be 
published in any of the Madrid newspapers. 
The ships outnumber Cervera’s three to one, 
and, besides, the Yankee gunners know how 
to shoot. 

While Captain Ovideo was on board the 
New York a delegation of Cubans was also 
on the ship arranging for General Garcia's 
cotperation with the Americans. It was 
necessary to place these Cubans out of Cap- 
tain Ovideo’s sight, for it would have been 
bad form to allow him to meet them on one 
of our ships. 


Must Starve or Surrender. 


Until the American army is ready to move 

on Santiago there is no danger, apparently, 
that Cenvera will attempt to force his way 
out of the trap, even as a forlorn and des- 
perate hope. The only thing that is left for 
him to do in wisdom is to surrender. His 
fleet is now on the verge of starvation. 
' In the first battle at Santiago the west- 
ward division of the fleet attacked the 
batteries on the crest of the hill, 180 feet 
above the water. This was difficult shoot- 
ing. A great many of the shells went over, 
undoubtedly striking in the city. The Iowa 
fired thirty-four 12-inch shells, thirty-eight 
8-inch, and a few rounds from the secondary 
battery. This was the average of the firing 
on the other ships. 

The naval men are still wondering how the 
Spaniards managed to fire so many shots 
without hitting something. 

The fire from the warships was vigorous 
and sustained, showing that the men were 
enjoying the work that had been cut out 
for them. The shore batteries answered 
weakly at first, but the gunners in them 
seemed to gain more. confidence and cool- 
ness as the battle continued, and their fire 
then became strong. . 


Careful Not to Injure Hobson’s Party. 


A short distance beneath Morro stands 
an old stone fortification in which it was 
known that Lieutenant Hobson and his fel- 
low-heroes of the Merrimac were confined. 
This was, of course, not fired upon, and the 


American gunners were exceedingly care- . 


ful that none of their shots went anywhere 
near enough to the structure to harm their 
imprisoned comrades. 

The surprising accuracy of the American 
fire, was illustrated by the fact that the bat- 
teries on the rocky table below the building 
where the prisoners were confined were com- 


. pletely ruined by the shots from Commodore 


Schley’s squadron. 

The New Orieans, as usual, used smoke- 
less powder, which permitted it to use its 
guns with greater rapidity than it would 
have been able to do had its gunners been 
blinded by the huge clouds of smoke which 
followed each discharge of the big guns of 
the other ships. 

The Suwanee, which was firing close in 
shore, was struck by a bursting shell. Wil- 
jam Rose, a seaman, was struck in the leg 
flying fragment, but his injury is slight. 

‘The ships suffered slightly from the recoil 
of their great guns. The military mast of 
the Massachusetts was struck by a shot, but 
the damage did not amount to much. 


-. Naval Militia’s Good Showing. 


The Yankee, manned by the naval! miltta, 
made a fine showing. It kept close inshore, 
fighting the batteries near the beach. The 
nayal militia fought like old bluejackets, and 
poured a savage fire into the enemy. 

The Spanish batteries were armed with 
Krupp and Armstrong guns, which were 
taken to Santiago by the Spanish steamer 
Montserrat. These were manned by Ger- 
man and French artillery experts, whose 
knowledge of American marksmanship was 
greatly augmented during the fight. 

The Spaniards had boasted that no fleet 
would live before these imported experts, 
but they proved themselves to be about as 
poor artillerists as the Spaniards them- 
selves, than whom no worse ever stood be- 


hind a gun. Not one of the American ships 


was materially damaged. 

The United States dispatch boat Dolphin 
during the bombardmer®* shelled and struck 
a railroad train on the coast. The train was 
full of Spanish troops. Some of the soldiers 
were killed. 


SCHLEY’S TRIBUTE TO HEROES. 


He Praises the Courage of the Hobson 
Party in Going into the Jaws of 
, Death at Santiago. 


Kingston, June 9.—Commodore Schley paid 
a beautiful tribute to the valor of Lieutenant 
Hobson and the gallant crew of the collier 
Merrimac as he sat on the after deck of the 
flagship Brooklyn talking to the correspond- 
ent of the Associated. Press. 

Pointing toward the gray walls of Morro 
Castle, where Lieutenant Hobson and his 
brave men were said to be incarcerated, the 
Commodore said: 

“ History does not record an act of finer 
heroism than that of the gallant men, who 
are prisoners over there. I watched the 
Merrimac.as it entered the harbor, and my 
heart sank as I saw the perfect hell of fire 
that fell upon those devoted men. I did not 
think it was poasible one of them could have 
gone through it alive. They went into the 
jaws of death. It was Balaklave over again, 
without the means of defense which the 
Light Brigade had. Hobson led a forlorn 
hope without the power to cut his way out. 
But fortune once more favored the brave, 
and I hope he will have the recognition and 
promotion he deserves. His name will live 
as long as the heroes of the worid are re- 
memberet.”

NEED NOT WAIT FOR TROOPS. 


Sampson Has Marines Enough on the 
Fleet to Combine with His Blue 
Jackets and Take Santiago. —

Washington, D. C., June 9.—It was pointed 
out today by a naval officer that Admiral 
Sampson, since the arrival at Santiago of 
the marine battalion on the Panther, has 


at his disposal what he may regard as a. 


sufficient force of men, to capture Santiago 
even before the troops arrive. The 8v0 
marines on the Panther, added to the 
marines already with the fleet, would make 
a total of about 1,500 men. Without im- 
pairing the efficiency of his ships, Admiral 
Sampson could) spare 1,000 blue jackets for 
a landing party, and with this total force 
of 2,500 men, if the insurgents who have 
been armed by the United States govepn- 
ment do their! share, it seems possible for 
Sampson to pture Santiago at short no- 
tice. 

There seemed to,be a decided air of ex- 
pectation this afternoon among the officials 
who are acquainted with the government's 
plans in the campaign that almost war- 
ranted the conclusion that an engagement 
of some kind was expected today.

When last seen, on the 
night before last, they were in Nicholas 
Channel, about elghty miles off Havana, and 
heading in the direction of Havana. 

A government tug from Cardenas joined 
the American fleet off Havana yesterday 
afternoon bringing messages fér Commo- 
dore Watson from an auxiliary gunboat. 
This was to the effect that on Tuesday night 
the gunboat sighted four vessels, thought 
to be a battleship, two cruisers, and a tor- 
pedo boat, between Balt Cay and Padre del 
Cruz light. 

The gunboat followed them, and, when 
within speaking distance, hoisted the private 
fleet signal. The strangers answered with 
three masthead lights, which was not the 
required signal, and immediately thereafter 
they tmmediately put out ell their lights. 
The gunboat cruised after the strangers 
for two or three miles, once approaching 
within 2,000 yards, but eventually aban- 
doned the chase and reported to the nearest 
ship of the United Btates fleet. 

Advices were then sent to Commodore.- 
Watson by the government tug and he dis- 
patched a ship to Key West.

Camp Thomas, Chattanooga, Tenn., June 
9.—[Special.]—The Fourteenth New York 
developed a Paul Revere today. As Colonel 
Humphrey of the Fifty-second lowa was 
starting for dinner a mounted orderly 
dashed through the guard line, leaped two 
stone piles the policing force had just built, 
and reared his foam-bespecked steed back 
on his haunches in front of the lowa regi- 
mental headquarters. Without dismounting 
he waived his campaign hat in the air, panted 
and yelled ‘ Fire, fire; the woods are afire. 
Prepare at once to fight it and keep your 
men in camp in readiness to pack up.”’ 

Colonel Humphrey and his Adjutant bare- 
ly had time to observe “ N. Y.” on the or- 
derly’s belt buckle before he broke out of the 
guard line in another place and dashed away 
to the next camp, shouting as he disap- 
peared: ‘ Brigadier General Grant presents 
his compliments,” reversing the usual mili- 
tary order. Colonel Humphrey called the 
officer of the day and gave orders to hold the 
regiment in readiness for emergencies. He 
was reassured by the Colonel of the neigh- 
boring Maine regiment, who declared the 
green timber of Chickamauga Park, cleared 
as it has been of underbrush and dead wood, 
could not be set afire with a torch. The 
scare originated from a burning brush pile 
near Chickamauga Creek. 

Only the heroic work of the First Missour! 
guard prevented the fire from being a much® 
more serious affair. It originated from some 
cause unknown in a sedge field near the 
St. Louis regiment, and the wind drove it 
directly toward its camp. Colonel Bot- 
dorf immediately ordered the entire guard 
of the day to combat the flames. The work 
was hot, with the mercury in the thermorm- 
eter ranging around the 100 mark, and Pri- 
vates Wolf and Bunner, Company A, were 
overcome. In the excitement of fighting the 
flames with a club Sergeant Gignaux struck 
Private Friael over the head, and laid him 
out. Friael was not seriously hurt. Burned 
hands, scorched hair, and ruined clothes 
are plentiful in the St. Louis regiment to- 
night. This has been one of the most op- 
pressive days of the summer. 

Private Lester P. Daniels, Third Illinois 
Regiment from Danville, Ill, died of 
pneumonia today at the Leiter Hospital. 
The more dangerously sick of the First Di- 
vision, First Corps, patients were removed 
to the new general hospital at Crawfish 
Springs only yesterday and today. It Is be- 
lieved Daniel's death was hastened by the 
journey. He had been low for some time. 

Daniels was 23 years old. He was a sales- 
man at the time of enlistment into the 
Sterator company of the Third Regiment. 
His father is J. A. Daniels of Danville. Dan- 
fels was a guardsman, having enlisted on 
May 9, 1898. Captain Higbee of Company A, 
telegraphed Daniels’ relatives and was re- 
quested to arrange for the shipment of the 
body to Danville. Owing to the hospital's 
proximity to the railway and distance from 
the Third Illinois camp it was determined to 
have no regimental funeral, but to send a 
military escort with the body to Chatta- 
nooga.

St. Thomas, West Indies, June 9.—Suspect. 
ed of having furnished the United States 
with information of the mining of San Juan 
harbor, Walter Bett, Secretary of the Brit. 
ish consulate at that port, has received his 
passports and been banished from Puerts 
Rico by order of Governor General Mactas. 

Mr. Bett was imprisoned in a dungeon for 
fifty-six hours and during that time was sub. 
jected to gross maltreatment. British Con. 
sul General Crawford has made formal pro 
test to his government, and serious interne 
tional complications are imminent. 

General Macias has practically declared 
war against the British colony in San Juan 
and made open accusation that it is respon- 
sible for the disclosure of his military plang 
to United States Consul General Philip 
Hanna, who is now at St. Thomas. Thé@ay 
after the bombardment of San Juan by the 
ships of Admiral Sampson General Macias 
caused an extensive system of mines to be 
installed in the outer harbor. These mines 
were placed in the positions occupied by thé 
American ships during the bombardment. 
This was in evident anticipation of a return 
of the ships and a subsequent bombardment, 
Although the greatest care and secrecy were 
observed by the Spanish in mining the har- 
bor the details of the work were conveyed 
to Consul General Hanna. He is now mak- 
ing an extensive report of the operations to 
the Navy department. In some way General 
Macias learned of this, and as the British 
consulate has been guarding American in- 
terests in Puerto Rico since the withdrawal 
of Mr. Hanna he at once suspected that Eng- 

lishmen had conveyed the news to the Unit- 
ed States official. He peremptorily summoned 
thirty British subjects before him and put 
them through a searching examination. Of 
these thirty several were suspected, and 
General Macias caused them to be cast Into 
prison for twenty-four hours. Upon Séc- 
retary Bett General Macias visited most of 
his wrath The British official was prage 
tically accused of having revealed the mf 
itary preparations, and he was dragged off te 
a dungeon. There he was kept for fifty-six 
hours in face of the protests of Consul Gen- 
eral Crawford. When he was released Mr. 
Betts was presented with his passports and 
ordered out of Puerto Rico. He has deft for 
St. Thomas.

All males over 21 years are og from $3 
to $25 a year and twenty-five days’ work 
in lieu of an exemption tax of $7.50, Women 
over 21 years are taxed from $2.80 to $14, ; 
according to their station. A tax from $1 
to $5 is imposed upon the huts océ¢upied by 
the natives, and every piece of furniture 
valued at more than §2 is taxed.’ A tax of 
$1.50 is collected by governmental grave 
diggers before a body may be interred. 
A license fee is collected for perfission to 
plant crops, kill live stock, cut) valuable 
timber, harvest tobacco, grain, in#ligo, and 
other products, and even to gather his own 
cocoanuts. Special taxes are prq@vided for’ 
Chinese and other foreigners who gngage in 
business. These are made so high that it 
is almost impossible for any but Ratives to 
engage in business there, especially in agri- 
cultural pursuits. Theaters are taxed $16 
for each performance, and the am@unt must 
be collected before the curtain rise. 

Should a native, through financial 
verses, find himself unable to Be these 
taxes his property is sold at auction, and if 
the proceeds are insufficient to meet the

It is said to be Governor General Augus- 
ti’s plan when Manila is attacked to con- 
centrate his troops and the 300,000 inhabi- 
tants of the town and suburbs within the 
walls of the “‘ Old City’ and there make a 
last stand.

By 
this means the revenues of the islands will 
be cut to about $3,000,000, It is believed by 
economical experts that this new order of 
things will give new gest to commercial af- 
fairs in the islands and eventually put the 
tax revenues far above the $20,000,000 now 
realized by Spain. 

The government is now considering the ap- 
pointment of an official Collector of Cus- 
toms, who shall be dispatched to the Islands 
to inaugurate the new system with one of 
the expeditions. It is believed that the selec- 
tion of such an official has already been 
made, but there is no definite information 
concerning his identity. :

REMARKABLE TIME MADE 


Spirituelle Beats Espionage on 
the Harlem Track. 


TWO STAKES AT GRAVESEND. 


Cincinnati, O., June 9.—[Special.]—Plaudit, 
John B. Madden's 83-year-old, which was sup- 
posed by many to have at his mercy all the 
3-year-old stakes in the country for which 
he was eligible, was beaten today in the La- 
tonia Derby by Han 4d’Or, the only other 
starter in the race. 

Ten thousand people went wild with ex- 
citement as Han d’Or led the way under the 
wire, while ‘‘ Willle’’ Martin was struggling 
with all the power there was in him to make 
Plaudit reduce the three lengths that sep- 
arated Madden’s colt from the winner. The 

‘race was remarkable from a time stand- 
point, 2:32%, being within one-quarter ofa 
second of the world’s record. 

The track, contrary to expectations, was 
lightning fast, and all conditions favored 
good time being made. The pair went away 
heads together and Han d'Or at once set out 
to make his own pace. The first half mile 
was covered in :50, the stx furlongs in 1:14, 
seven furlongs in 1:27%, mile in 1:40%, mile 
and an eighth fn 1:54, and the mile and a 
quarter in 2:07, the final time being 2:32, 
which is a quarter of a second better than 
any previous record. Plaudit could never 
overtake Han d’Or from the start. The lat- 
ter led by three lengths until the stretch was 
reached, when Plaudit tried to make his 
run, but the killing pace told on him and 
Han 4@’Or won in handy fashion. 

Jockey Conley, who rode the winner, was 
surrounded by a large crowd after he dis- 
mounted and carried to,.the scales-room on 
the shoulders of several enthusiastic friends. 

Plaudit was always 1 to 7 in the betting, 
while as good as 5 to 1 could be had on Han 
d’Or. Twelve books drew in for the opening 
day’s racing. 

The derby is worth $7,000 to the winner, 
which is the property of George A. Singerly.

Plaudit’s defeat by Han d’Or Is certainly a turf 
sensation, and it is especially surprising to those 
who saw the Kentucky Derby. Han was a 
starter in that race and he was beaten—well, so 
far that few who were at Churchill Downs that 
day have any idea how far up the stretch he was 
when Lieber Karl and Pilaudit rushed fighting 
under the wire. Han d'Or carried 117 pounds that 
day—and he carried 114 yesterday, Lieber Karl 
carried 122, and Plaudit 117. Yesterday Plaudit 
carried 127. It certainly looks as if Han d4’Or had 
improved wonderfully. Perhaps Plaudit has gone 
back, or. Himyar-like, does not favor the route, 
although the times does not support either notion.

The first letter, which was addressed to 
the. President of the United States, con- 
tained an offer by Mr. Hearst to equip, arm, 
and mount, at his own expense, a full regi- 
ment of cavalry, to be used as the govern- 
ment might direct. Mr. Hearst asked the 
opportunity in the letter to serve as a@ pri- 
vate in this regiment.

Scenes in the Camp Waiting 
Sailing of Transports. 


MEN AND GUNS ON BOARD. 


One Week Required to Load the 
Army and Equipment. 


ANXIOUS FOR THE SIGNAL. 


{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE 
BY JOHN N. MAXWELL.] 

Army Headquarters, Tampa, Fia., June 6. 
—The army for the invasion of Cuba has 
embarked. Twenty-five steamers, the larg- 
est and best in their class in Southern wa- 
ters,,are waiting in the bay loaded to the 
water line with troops, munitions of war, 
siege guns, field artillery, cavalry horses, 
mule pack trains, ambulance wagons, tents, 
and the thousand odds and ends of neces- 
sary equipage for an invading army. The 
last hurried preparation has been made and 
tonight the silence on shore indicates the 
near approach to the hour of departure. 
Out In the bay the transports are swinging 
idly, tugging at anchor chains, as if impa- 
tient for the signal. Farther out are the gun- 
boats designed for the protection of the fleet 
of troopships. A few tugboats and tenders 
are puffing noisily back and forth between 
the transports and the shore, for the army 
headquarters are still on land clearing up the 
last batches of belated telegraphic corre- 
spondence with the departments at Wash- 
ington. 

General Shafter will go on board the Oli- 
vette, his “ flagship,”’ to borrow a word from 
naval nomenclature, within a few hours, and 
then the signal—the firing of a four-inch gun 
—will sound the order for departure. 

That the importance of this struggle which 
is just about to begin is recognized by the 
powers of Europe is evidenced by the fact 
that the assembling here of military and 
naval attachés of legations at Washington 
of Great Britain, Germany, Russia, Austria, 
France, and Sweden, while our far-away but 
progressive neighbor, Japan, also has her 
representative here to witness the military 
operations of the army now about to begin. 
The sudden inpouring of these attachés on 
Saturday and Sunday shows that the time 
for action has arrived. 


Loading the Transports. 


For the last week there has been a cease- 
less roll of long army trains and heavily 
laden railrdad freight trains to one point, 
and that point ts a little place on the west- 
ern coast, something over 360 miles from 
Havana. Port Tampa is the terminus of 
the Plant railway system and steamboat 
lines. Mr. H. B. Plant, one of the wealthiest 
men in the South, has spent several million 
dollars building a harbor and railroad ac- 
commodations at this point. In a slip, ex- 
tending from the bay over a mile inward, 
may be seen the fleet of ocean transports 
which is to carry the United States troops to 
Cuba. These transports are twenty-five in 
number, and they are the biggest vessels 
engaged in the Southern coast trade. 

Towards these vessels has been directed 
the ceaseless stream of traffic which has 
poured into Tampa over two railroad sys- 
tems, flooded with unexpected and extraor- 
dinary business. But while these railroad 
systems have had their little frictional dif- 
ferences with the government, they have, 
on the whole, done well, and their work for 
this expedition is almost done. During the 
last two weeks these railroads have prob- 
ably carried more freight and passengers 
than in any one year of their history. 
Thousands of tons of freight have been dis- 
charged in the yards adjoining the slip con- 
taining the fleet of transports. These cars 
have been filled with ammunition and other 
explosives, heavy siege guns, light artillery, 
mules, horses, and every imaginable kind cf 
stores and equipments which may be needed 
by an army on foreign soil. Hundreds of 
dock laborers, mostly Southern negroes, , 
have, under the stern guiding hand of mil- 
itary officers, swiftly unloaded these sup- 
plies and carried them aboard the steamers. 

For a week the work of loading the trans- 
ports has progressed unceasingly. There 
have been the cries of teamsters goading 
their rebellious stock up the gangways into 
the holds. Bulky army wagons have been 
pushed up the incline and stowed away to 
make room for others. Cavalry horses by 
the hundreds filed into the transports to 
which they had been assigned. Trains of 
artillery were placed aboard, and the gun 
carriages dismounted. Ten big field mortars 
were placed on board the vessels. 


Prosperity Comes to Tampa. 

People who have been reading the accounts 
of army operations at Tampa have little 
idea of the extent of country covered by the 
troops which the government assembled. 
While it is true that the 30,000 men here were 
not all in the Fifth Army Corps, which is 
under the command of General Shafter, they 
are understood to be under his immediate 
supervision. These troops have been 
stretched over a territory fully forty miles in 
length, extending from Lakeland to Port 
Tampa, and from Ybor City to Tampa 
Heights. Yet they have had to be fed toa 
great extent from Tampa, and this unex- 
pected drain upon the resources of the little 
city has almost swampedit. Think of 30,000 
men being compelled to draw their supplies 
from a village which in its normal condition 
has not been supposed to take care of many 
over 15,000 souls. The influx of men and 
dollars has offset the orange blight of five 
years ago, simply wiping it off the face of 
the earth. 

For four days eight army paymasters have 
been dispensing three quarters of a million 
dollars among officers and men, preparatory 
to the expedition. It was easier to pay here 
than in Cuba, and the government sent 
money by the box load. It is no slight mat- 
ter to pay off 30,000 men, but a large portion 
of them got their money last Saturday. 
What a sight it was in the diminutive busi- 
ness thoroughfares of Tampa? It could not 
have been a more remarkable scene if some 
George Francis Train or other eccentric per- 
sonage was flinging twenty dollar gold pieces 
to a mob of hungry men. 

The two principal clothing stores of Tampa 
looked as though there was a grand saloon 
opening and that free beer and free lunch 
was due for the next twelve hours. The rush 
almost destroyed the possibility of business, 
for the clerks were crushed beneath the 
press of buyers. Almost every zoldier inthe 
town wanted some article which the army 
stores could not furnish him. He wanted 
either a lighter pair of shocs or lighter shirt, 
or underwear and a thousand cther articles 
which he thought might add to his comfort 
in the burning sun of Cuba. 

One dealer sald that he could have sold a 
thousand more pairs of shoes if he had nad 
them—the tears almost came to his eyes 
when he saidit. Saturday evening midnight 
saw the shelves of the stores barren of 
goods. A million dollars has been left in 
Tampa and the town evidences that fact. 

Whatever this war may do for the United 
States, it has already brought prosperity to 
Tampa—it has made a city of the little town 
on the west coast of Florida. |

ONE FLAG, ONE CAUSE, ONE COUNTRY. 


In the appointment of Robert Smalls as 
Collector of Customs at Beaufort, S. C., the 
President has made a commendable selec- 
tion. Smalls, it will be remembered, was 
born a slave, but led a seafaring life until 
1862, when he made himself famous by tak- 


' {ng the Planter, a Confederate transport, 


over the Charleston bar and delivering it to 
the United States blockading squadron. He 
has had many political honors, having served | 
in the South Carolina House and in five Con-» 
gresses. This is the second time that he has 
been appointed Collector of Beaufort. 


Tue South is carrying off its full share of 
the honorsin the war with Spain. The Nash- 
Ville made the first capture of the war and 
the erratic Texas is making just the record 
which might be expected of a Texan when 
he is steered up against real fighting. A 

‘Southern Ensign was the first officer killed 
and now another Southern officer has per- 
formed the heroic feat of securely hemming 
in the Spanish fleet at Santiago—a deed 
which has sent Hobson’s name ringing round 
the world and extorted praise even from 
Cervera himself. Alabama, the home of 
both Bagley and Hobson, has special cause 
to plume itself. Vermont and Alabama are 
forever united. 


A FEW days ago an excursion boat from 
Quincy and Hannibal arrived at Clarksville, 
Mo., with about 300 negroes aboard. While 
at the wharf a fight occurred and the City 
Marshai, in attempting to quell it, was shot. 
Thereupon an armed posse of whites went 
aboard and arrested four negroes and took 
them to the jail. That night a mob entered 
the jail and lynched two of them, .and the 
other two may since have suffered the same 
fate. Meanwhile the steamer left Clarks- 
ville with the real murderer of the Marshal 
on board, and two innocent men were 
lynched. This is the way it often happens 
in the South. The murderer goes free, but 
then the people like those at Clarksville 
have a lynching bee—and that is the prin- 
cipal thing, after all. 


THe gentle sentimentalists are bound to 
carry out their amiable programs, notwith- 
standing the rudealarumsof war. Last week 
the fourth annual Mohonk conference was 
held. The delegates enjoyed a genuine love 
feast and at its close decided that they had 
made great progress in the cause of interna- 
tional arbitration. Then the amiable gen- 
tlemien adjourned for another year, and 
meanwhile the big guns are thundering. The 
Universal Peace union has also got into 
action, and its President, Mr. Aifred H. 
Love, who is rightly enough named, inau- 
gurated proceedings by writing an epistle 
some weeks ago to the Queen Regent of 
Spain assuring her that he and his union 
are opposed to this war and to the annexa- 
tion of any of her possessions, and that their 
hearts are full of sympathy for her, etc., 
etc., ad nauseam. If Mr. Love were really 
anything but an irresponsible turt'e dove 
he ought to be kicked out of Philadelphia, 
but he has done no harm, as the Queen has 
not even taken the trouble to acknowledge 
the receipt of the letter. The Mohonkers, 
Love, Kohisaat, and all the cther gentle 
sentimentalists are having a hard time of 
it these days. And meanwhile the wicked 
guns are thundering. 


THE RETREAT OF DEBS. 

Even the most bigoted or besotted of the 
mugwumps must admit that the war with 
Spain has had one good result. It has 
snuffed out Debs summarily. He has 
abandoned the “ Social] Democracy,” which 
was about ready to abandon him, and is 
going to Europe. He takes no interest in 
wars except when they are labor wars and 
a the commanding officer or chief ad- 
viser. 

The Social Democracy would have fallen 
to pieces in the course of time even if there 
had been no trouble with Spain. Debs 
started his new organization in order to 
found Socialist colonies. Then he changed 
its ‘purpose and tried to make a political 
party out of it. That attempt would have 
been a failure under any circumstances. 

There are as many side-show parties now 
as the country will stand. Of the men who 
followed Debs the majority have no faith 
in the new party idea, though they have in 
the colony scheme. Therefore, the organ- 
ization was ready for revolt when he 
stepped down and out. 

When ‘the war is over Debs will return 
from Europe and resume his old trade of 
fomenting labor disturbances. He has wit 
enough te see that the people take no more 
interest at this time in Debs and his dem- 
agogy than they do in Bryan and his 
free silver demagogy. Therefore he 


withdraws into the background for the} All the I 


— 
| time being. Before long, however, both he 


and Bryan will be doing business at the old 
stand. ‘The former will be organizing some 
new labor party and the latter will be ex- 
patiating on the advantage of a cheap and 
dishonest silver currency. 
THE WAR REVENUE BILL. 

The conference committee on the war 
revenue bill has come to an agreement on 
the bond provision. The House limitation 
on the amount of bonds which might be 
sold was 500 millions. The Senate re- 
duced it to 300 millions. The conference 
committee has agreed on 400 millions. The 
Senate amendment requires the Secretary 
of the Treasury to sell at least 50 millions of 
the one-year 8 per cent certificates, 
whose issue is authorized, before disposing 
of any bonds. Secretary Gage objected 
strenuously to this provision, and the con- 
ferees will recommend that the Senate re- 
cede from it. 

There is one point regarding which the 
dispatches are silent. The House bill au- 
thorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to 
borrow money by selling bonds, but does not 
specify the purpose. The Senate amend- 
ment authorizes the sale of bonds to get 
money “to defray expenditures authorized 
on account of the existing war (such pro- 
ceeds when feceived to be used only for the 
purpose of meeting such war expendi- 
tures).” It has not been stated yet whether 
this limitation will be accepted by the 
conferees. | 

If no limitation is imposed a part of the 
proceeds of the money obtained by the sale, 
at par or above, of those 3 per cent bonds, 
which are payable at the pleasure of the 
government in ten years and become due 
in twenty years, can be used to defray the 
cost of the war. The remainder can be 
used to make large additions to the navy, 
to complete the coast fortifications, to pro- 
vide the high power guns to man them, 
and to lay up ample supplies of powder, 
shot, and shell. Then the country would 
be ready on short notice for the next war 
and would not have to make the frantic 
haste it did to get ready for the one with 
Spain. 
The committee has compromised on the 
coinage of the silver bullion. The Senate 
amendment directed the Secretary of the 
Treasury to coin it at the rate of four 
million dollars a month. The conferees 
will recommend that that be reduced toa 
million and a halfa month. At that rate it 
will take nearly five years to coin all the 
silver, While objecting on principle to this 
modified proposition, the House may accept 
it in order not to delay the passage of the 
revenue bill and’ the sale of bonds. The 
Treasury is getting short of cash. | 

The conferees have adopted most of th 
taxation amendments of the Senate. Those 
amendments add materially to the revenue 
producing qualities of the bill, and thus 
make it much more effective than it was 
when it passed the House. In its amended 
form it will, when fairly in operation, pay a 
large part of the current military expenses 
of the government, and after the war is 
over will furnish a fund which will ex- 
tinguish speedily whatever bonded indebt- 
edness may have been contracted. While 
the taxes levied by this bill will produce 
a great deal of money, they will not be felt. 

If the Bryanites had had the framing of 
the bill it would have been a differenta ffair. 
They would have imposed onerous and ex- 
cessive taxes on interests which they wish 
to destroy, and they would not have al- 
lowed bonds to be sold. They would have 
authorized the issue of more legal ténder | 
notes to defray government expenses, with- 
out, however, making provision for the re- 
demption of these notes in gold. They 
would have inflated the currency and would 
have rejoiced when that inflation depre- 
ciated its value. Happily for the country, 
the Bryanites were not able to dictate the 
terms of the new revenue bill. | 


Captain General Augusti, 


Pompous the grandiloquent procla- 
AUGUSTI IN mation writer of the Phil- 
DESPAIR. ippirfés, has begun singing 


on the other side of his 
mouth. He no lofger tells his people how 
easily they are going to wipe off the earth 
that “‘ nation of all the social excrescences, 
commonly called “‘los Yankees.” He has 
just informed the Madrid government that 
“the. situation is grave.” And so it 
for Augusti. He tells how the insurgents 
have come down from the mountains, have 
risen up all over the Province of Cavite, and 
are knocking at the gates of Manila. 
He is going to be attacked by land and sea. 
He says he distrusts the natives and the 
volunteefs, ‘‘ because there have already 
been many desertions.”’ Out of his own 
mouth the bombastic Augusti Is condemned. 
Why have the natives deserted? Why have 
‘the insurgents risen like an avenging flood 
to overflow the Spanish headquarters? Be- 
cause Captain General August! and the gov- 
ernment he so fitly represents have made 
themselves odious to the people of the Phil- 
ippines. Because the soldiers he has 
been haranguing prefer to surrender to 
Aguinaldo rather than do anything to pro- 
long the hateful Spanish rule. It is not im-‘ 
possible that even now the mighty Augusti, 
slinger of words, has surrendered with his 
garrison to Dewey, the representative of 
the aforesaid “‘ social excrescences,’’ in order 
to save his anatomy from the hands of the 
natives he has so recently tyrannized over. 
If he has not already taken this wise step 
he will have an early and urgent invitation 
to do so after General] Merritt arrives there 
and calls upon him ina business way. 


THE VOLUNTEERS SHOULD VOTE. 

The Chicago Democratic organ is in-. 
tensely opposed to the passage of the bill 
introduced by Congressman Lacey of Iowa 
to allow the volunteer soldiers to vote next 
November, wherever they may be, for 
members of the House of Representatives. 
Ostensibly this opposition is based on con- 
stitutional grounds. It is alleged that Con- 
gress cannot set aside the requirements of 
the registration laws of States. Mr. Bailey 
of Texas, who is the Democratic expounder 
of the constitution in the House, declares 
that cannot be done. Better lawyers state 
that it can. | 

The real objection of the Democratic 
organ to this bill is purely partisan in its 
nature. It fears that most of the soldiers 
who have been mustered into the service 
under the President's call will vote for Re- 
publican candidates for Congress, just as 
those soldiers in the field who were allowed 
to vote in 1864 voted for Lincoln. Soldiers 
from a dozen States helped to swell the pop- 
ular vote for Lincoln. 

It is alleged that the volunteers “ do not 
want to vote.” They have made no such 
statement. They have not authorized any- 
body to make it forthem. The natural pre- 
sumption is that they do want to vote, It 
cannot be assumed that the volunteers di- 
vested themselves of all political preferences 
when they enlisted. Though in Cuba or the 
| Philippines the volunteers will be as anxious 
for the defeat of Congressmen who are 
enemies of the war or advocates of a dis- 
honorable peace, and to have those candi- 
dates elected who are in favor-of the vigor- 
ous prosecution of the war, as those volun- 
teers would be were they at home in No- 


vember.

gress this year will be Bryanites, running | 
on a platform which demands the free coin- 
age of silver into 40-cent dollars.

Men who have been patriotic 
enough to volunteer to fight their country’s 
battles should not be disfranchised if there 
is any way of avoiding it. If better con- 
stitutional lawyers in Cédngress than Mr. 
Bailey think the Lacey bill is legal, then it

If Congress cannot or will not act the 
States should act where there are not con- 
stitutional hindrances. The Illinois con- 
stitution of 1848 allowed no man to vote 
“except in the district or county in which 
he shall actually reside at the time of such 
election.” Because of that provision the 
Illinois soldiers were not allowed to vote in 
1864. The present constitution, however, 
does not have the restrictive clause quoted 
above. Therefore the Legislature car 
amend the registration and other election 
laws so that the Illinois soldiers can vote, 
whether they are in Florida or in Cuba.

W IRELE8S TELEGRAFHY IN WALES. 
Of especial interest at the present junct- 
ure is a report submitted by the United 
States Consul at Cardiff, Wales, describ- 
ing the successful working of a wireless tele- 
graphic system established at that point. 
The fact that messages are sent with ease 
and accuracy across nearly four miles of 
water suggests that it may not be long be- 
fore our naval commanders may be in com- 
munication with each other at sea by tele- 
graph or even by telephone without any 
connecting wires. | | 
The Cardiff system is the invention of W. ~ 
H. Preece, the enginéer-in-chief to the. 
British General Postoffice. It differs con- 
siderably from the system of Marconi, the 
young Italian, whose work is already more 
or less famitiar to the public. Mr. Preece 
has, in fact, long had a system of wireless 
telegraphy at work in London in connection 
with the general postoffice buildings, where 


it was discovered that intervening bricks |, 
and mortar did not interfere with the com- | 


munication. But that was necessarily run 
on a minor scale, The Cardiff experiment 
is much more extensive and convincing. 

It seems that some years ago a cable was 
laid from Lavernock Point, on the Welsh 
coast, to Flat Holm Island, three and three- 
quarters miles out in the Bristol Channel. 
Though laid at great labor and expense, it 
had not been down a week before one of 
the numerous vessels that anchor in those 
waters had dragged it about and broken it. 
‘It was decidedly a case for wireless telegra- 
phy, and Mr. Preece set to work at the 
problem. The fact that he has now suc- 
cesfully established the desired communi- . 
eation is one that will awaken the interest 
xf the whole scientific world. 


Mr. Preece got the initial idea for his 


system by observing the curious faet that |. | 


while messages were being transmitted over 
the postoffice telegraph wires in London 
the sounds could be picked up by ear from 
the telephoné wires that ran alongside. 
This was several years ago, but he has been 
experimenting ever since upon this phase 
of what electricians cal] induction—the in- 
fuencing of one wire by means of.a current 
sent through another. The theory of elec- 
tro-magnetic waves helped him in complet- 
ing his invention. This theory regards 
electricity as acting in waves, radiating 
from the wire as a cénter through a wide 
field. If the circles of waves in enlarging 
meet a second wire they charge it to a cer- 
tain extent with the same current. This 
makes it possible for the dots and dashes 
of the Morse code to be transferred from 
one wire to another parallel with it, even 
though the other be several miles distant. ~ 

On this principal Mr. Preece worked out 
his problem. There is a wire on the main- 
land and another on the island, but instead 
of running toward each other they are par- 
allel. Unusually heavy copper wire is used. 


On the mainland three-fourths of a mile of | 


such wire is raised on poles in the usual 
way and the ends of it run into the sea. 
On the island a similar wire runs exactly 
parallel, but this wire is about a half mile 
long and the ends run into the earth. The 
length of the parallel wires must be gov- | 
erned by the extent of the space between 
with each of these wires 
are necessary transmi receiy- 
ing instruments. 

A distinctive feature of Mr. Preece’s sys- 
tem is its use of the telephone in place of 
the ordinary “ sounder.” The messages are | 
sent by means of the ordinary “key,” but | 
the receiving operator.merely sits with his.

wire near by and distinctly hears the dots | 
end dashes made upon the distant wire. 
It is said that forty words per minute have 
been transmitted by this means without 
need for a single repetition An electric

Those money lenders, being 
wise in their generation, refuse to float a 
Spanish loan atthistime. They state, most 
sensibly, that they prefer to wait till the 
present war is at an end and see what the 
‘condition of Spain is at that‘ time and 
whether it will be safe to lend then.

These are hard 
terms, and Spain is not willing as yet to ac- 
cept them. 

The government has instead issued 200 
millions in perpetual 4 per cent bonds and 
has turned them over to the Bank of Spain 
as security for a further loan of 65 million 
dollars. When that money has gone, and it 
will not last long, the government will insist 
on the tobacco company advancing one 
year’s rent of 19 millions in advance. The 
company may no more be able to do that 
than the taxpayers are to pay two years’ 
taxes at once, 

In the meanwhile the paper money—the 
notes of the Bank of Spain—is worth a little 
less than the silver money, which has only 
its bullion value, having ceased to be at 
gold par for the last two years. The Bank 
redeems certain denominations of notes in 
cheap silver. Other denominations it re- 
deems only in smaller notes. The debased 
silver is at a premium of 2 per cent, and 
that premium will increase unless the bank 
can replenish its nearly exhausted stock of 
cheap silver money. Therefore, unless the 
war ends speedily, Spain will be submerged 
in debt, and will have an irredeemable paper 
currency. It may take that bankrupt and 
resourceless country years to get in a posi- 
tion where that currency can be redeemed 
‘in silver standard money. 

Seeing all this the financial papers of 
Madrid advocate peace and the avoidance 
of the serious financial consequences of a 
prolonged war. They know, though the 
Spanish government may not, how difficult 
it is for a country to carry on war when its 
industries have been injured by the sub- 


money, and when taxes are paid in a de- 
preciated, nearly valueless currency, which 
the government can force domestic creditors 
»} to take, but which foreigners cannot be 
made to accept. When Spain goes abroad 
to buy army or naval supplies they will have 
to be paid for in money which has intrinsic 
value. Where is the Spanish government 
going to get that money a few weeks hence? 


NO TROUBLE WITH INSURGENTS. 

The Chicago Democratic organ is trou- 
bled in its mind about Aguinaldo, the rebel 
chief in the-Philippines, who is just now 
making a vigorous attack upon the Span- 
iards. It notes that Aguinaldo is -proving 
himself-a daring and enterprising leader, 
cupable of coping with the Spaniards 
around Manila, and it chooses to borrow 
trouble over the time when this same 
Aguinaldo will be stirring up the 10,000,000 
natives of the islands against American 
rule. The Democratic organ’s jeremiad 
runs on after this fashion: 


Aguinaldo, revolting against Spaniards, does 
not propose to accept in their stead the reign 
of any foreigner. He holds that the Philippines 
must be as free as Cuba, and he stands prepared, 
doubtless, to carry a revolt against the United 
States, if they seize those islands, as vigorous|y 
as he has conducted one against the Spanish 
authority. 


One fact alone is sufficient answer to this 
atrabilious forecast—the fact that the 
American rule of the Philippines will not 
be oppressive like the Spanish rule. The 
Spanish authority has become odious to the 
natives of those islands on a double score. 
The insurgents are fighting not only against 
the grasping and robbery of corrupt offi- 
cials but also against the tyrarny of the 
priesthood. It*will be noticed that wherever 
there is rioting or excess in their uprisings 
the popular hatred is directed first of all 
against the priests. The natives refused to 
accept the religion of their Spanish con- 
querors, as did the natives of Central and 
South America and of Cuba. The attempt 
to force it upon them is the cause of their 
bitterest hatred. Coupled with the Spanish 
governmental oppression it has created a 
spirit of revolt which is easily fanned into 
a revolutionary conflagration by a man of 
Aguinaldo’s skill and leadership. 

The natives and the insurgent chiefs will 
find our rule liberal and pleasant. There 
will be no privileged priesthood to force 
itself upon the people. There will be no 
such system of taxation as will rob them of 
half their earnings and enable a Captain 
General to amass a fortune in two or three 
years. Under American rule there will be 
no just cause for rebellion, and that makes 
all the difference in the world. In the light 
of this simple fact it is nonsense to say that 
“we shall have the Philippines fighting us 
as vigorously as the Cubans for years 
fought Spain.” It is freedom from cruel 
tyranny that the insurgents have been 
fighting for, and when they get this free 
dom under American rule they will no 
longer be in the fighting mood. 

It may be that Aguinaldo hopes to set him- 
self up as military dictator of the Philip- 
pines under American protection. If so he 
will probably have to change his plans after 
the arrival of General Merritt and our 
force of 20,000 or 25,000 soldiers. Credit 
should be given him for such help as he has 
rendered against the common enemy, but 
he alone is not able to give his country a 
stable government or even to expel the 
Spaniards. If he should allow his personal 
ambition to dominate him to the extent of 
turning against the Americans the forces 
under General Merritt and the squadron 
under Admiral Dewey are amply able to 
prevent any serious trouble. Where there 
are no popular grievances no man can stir 
up a revolt. 

At present the thing to do is to drive the 
discouraged Spaniards ont of the Philip- 
pines as quickly as possible, so that there 
may be no question about our conquest 
when Spain begins to sue for peace. There 
is no need to borrow trouble about our ac- 
quiring only a disputed title because of the 
natives. Harping on mythical troubles of 
the future is only a trick to divert prompt 
action. Aguinaldo will be dealt with easily 
‘enough and fairly enough when'the time 
comes for doing so. If reinforcements had 
been sent to Dewey more promptly the ques- 
tion might be settled by this time.

What a Candid French Writer Says of 
_. Anglo-Saxon and American 
Race Superiority. 


It is many years since a book dealing 
with economical and social questions has at- 
tracted so much attention in France as the 
volume entitled “ A Quoi Tient la Supérior- 
ité des Anglo-Saxons,’ by Edmond Demolins. 
The author, who is the editor of the review 
named La Science Sociale, begins by point- 
ing out the world-wide expansion of the 
Anglo-Saxon race, and then undertakes to 
define the causes of its incomparable fitness 
for colonization. About the expansion there 
is, of course, no doubt, even in the minds 
of Frenchmen, weak as they are ip geog- 
raphy. In North America the Frenchman 
has been supplanted by the Anglo-Saxon, 
and the same thing is true of India, of Mau- 
ritius, and of Egypt. The Anglo-Saxon now 
comrols the new world by means of the 
United States and Canada; Africa, by means 
of Egypt and the Cape Colony; Asia, by 
means of India and Burmah; Oceanica, by 
means of Australia and New Zealand; one 
may even say that he controls Europe and 
the entire world besides, by means of his 
manufactures and his commerce. 

It is true that other nations also, Ike 
France, Germany, Italy, and Spain, have 
colonies; but these, for the most part, are 
made up of public functionaries. Those 
nations dominate certain tracts of country, 
in a military sense; they do not fill them, 
they do not transform them, they do not 
plant themselves in them as do the Anglo- 
Saxon colonists, 

Two other empires, Russia and China, oc- 
cupy regions of vast extent, but these are, 
in a large measure, deserts, and likely to 
remain shut against civilization for a long 
time tocome. On theother hand, the Anglo- 
Saxon world is today at the head of the most 
active and progressive civilization. It seems 
to be enough for this race to fix itself atany 
point of the globe in order to transform it 
by introducing, with prodigious rapidity, the 
latest acquisitions of western Europe; in- 
deed, these young communities often out- 
strip their elders, and, with a sort of dis- 
dain, refer to Europe as the old world. 

What are the causes of Anglo-Saxon su- 
periority? This is the question which M. 
Demolins essays to answer. Great impor- 
tance is ascribed by him to the aim and 
scope of the Enghsh national school sys- 
tem. He maintains that for the most part 
the French school system creates bureau- 
crats, whereas the English school] system 
creates men. He shows how the former 
mode of education reduces the birth rate, 
owing to the fact that the father of a family 
is obliged to provide for all his children and 
to amass as many fortunes as he has daugh- 
ters. He shows how the deliberate and sys- 
tematic sterility practiced in France leaves 
provisionally a great deal of money for in- 
vestment, and how these savings are kept 
out of trade and manufactures and con- 
verted into unstable and depreciating stock 
exchange securities. He shows next how 
Anglo-Saxon education fits one for the strug- 
gle for existence, impels one to agricultural, 
commercial, and manufacturing enterprises, 
and consequently leaves no reason to dread 
a superabundance of children; to say noth- 
ing of the fact that the English home, which, 
by comparison, is free from sordid avarice 
and comfortable even in the case of the 
peasant and workingman, adds to the dig- 
nity and moral value of the individual. 

Again, M. Demolins demonstrates how 
Frenchmen owe to their base hankering for 
bureaucratism and their lukewarm regard 
for agriculture, manufactures, and trade, 
the absurdity of a Chamber of Deputies 
which includes a hundred ex-bureaucrats 
»and nearly three hundred journalists, at- 
torneys, advocates, and doctors, whereas in 
the British House of Commons the great 
majority are agriculturists, manufacturers, 
and traders. We are told, finally, how it 
comes to pass that the Anglo-Saxons have 
the good fortune to be almost totally re- 
fractory to collectivism, with which the na- 
tions of the European continent are threat- 
ened, and which is the most retrograde of 
social organizations, the most destructive of 
individual activity and dignity. All of these 
things have been set forth solidly and lucid- 
ly by this Frenchman, together with certain 
deductions no less true or probable, and no 
less unpleasant for other Frenchmen to 


What is there for Frenchmen to do? 
Neither M. Demolins nor M. Jules Lemaitre 
Can see any help for them. How should 
they go about to gain the virtues that they 
lack, and which abound in the Anglo-Saxon? 
How should they develop in themselves the 
energy, the power of will, the habit of self- 
dependence, the spirit of initiative? To de- 
velop these qualities they would need, it is 
admitted, the following things: In the first 
place, parents, convinced that they owe 
their children only an education, which, 
however, should be a virile one; in the sec- 
ond place, young men thoroughly convinced 
that they must depend upon themselves in 
life; in the third place, young men firmly 
resolved to seek in marriage a companion 
and not a dowry. Another thing needed is 
a government which shall reduce to a 
, minimum the number of its functions and its 
functionaries, and thus drive young people 
into independent careers which require in- 
dividual, initiative, and hard work. In a 
word, France needs a state of things where- 
in the public functionary, the politician, and 
the idler shall be less respected than the 
farmer, the manufacturer, and the mer- 
chant. 

To come to details, M. Jules Lemaitre for 
his part, would put an end to the study of 
dead languages in colleges and schools: 
would suppress universities, the Polytech- 
nic School, and all the higher educational 
establishments supported by the state; 
would suppress universal suffrage; would 
abolish at least three-fourths of the office- 
holders; would, in a word, undo almost the 
whole of the administrative work accom- 
plished by the first revolution and the first 
empire. This, however, would not suffice. 
It would also be needful to suppress the army 
appropriations, which are ruining France 
and to put an end to the conscription which 
robs young Frenchmen of three years of 
their life, and by no means tends to develop 
in Besa: a spirit of initiative.

It would be needful to do away with 
the necessity of national defense and the 
supposed moral obligation of “ revenge.’’ 
It would, at the same time, be needful to 
render another defeat impossible, for it is 
defeat which has made Frenchmen weak 
shamefaced, and timid.

The French decadence seems 
tinguished from other examples of aaianl 
decay in this Particular, that it is self. 
conscious. It has no illusions. It is sur- 
prising to observe among the Frenchmen 
who have noticed the book we have been 
considering how many recognize, in all its 
extent and secret causes, the material and 
moral degeneration of France. If the self- 
consciousness of a nation reveals itself in 
its higher individualities, never was an un- 
fortunate people more alive to its Own weak- 
nesses and woes, It is possible that in this 
recognition of facts may lie a chance of cure 
M. Demolins himself, although a pessimist, 
maintains that Frenchmen have a clearer 
and more methodical mind than have the 
Anglo-Saxons, a fact which should make 
them leaders in the work of drawing the 
backward peoples of the East into the paths 
of civilization.—New York Sun. .

The Time for Peace Has Not Yet Co 

We note an expression of hope in some 
quarters that the crushing of Cervera’s 
fleet and the capture of Santiago may lead 
to the opening of peace negotiations be- 
tween Washington and Madrid. That is 
a matter we need not concern ourselves 
about just now. 

Sefior Moret is represented as saying 
that Spain is already sick of war, and that 
if a vote could be taken in that country it 
would be overwhelmingly for peace. But 
the ex-Minister for the Colonies is a preju- 
diced observer; he was one of the few of 
his countrymen who always thought that 
war with the United States would be mad- 
ness, because so likely to end in Spain’s 
ruin. Among the main body of Spaniards 
we see no disposition yet to seek peace. 

As for ourselves, it is clear that our mill- 
tary work is not yet done, and will not be 
even with the surrender of Santiago. We 
went into the war reluctantly, after endur- 
ing for three years the close presence of the 
horrors in Cuba, and only when the fate of 
the Maine had rendered further patience 
impossible. Now we shall make our work 
thorough. When our flag floats securely 
over Puerto Rico and the Philippines, so that 
they shall be universally recognized as ours, 
our work will have been done. 

When the Germans invaded France that 
country was not satisfied that she had done 
all she could in war until Paris had fallen. 
When Russia invaded Turkey, a few years 
later, the peace of San Stefano was not 
negotiated until the Russians were at the 
gates of Constantinople. In like manner it 
would not be surprising if, after hostilities 
had ceased around Manila, Havana, and 
San Juan, Spain should be brought to terms 
only when an overwhelming fleet was about 
to wrest from her also the Canaries. Our

When you have pleurisy [inflammation of 
the membrane inclosing the lungs] occurring 
with tuberculosis, what happens? It is ad- 


> mitted that pleurisy in 83 per cent of all cases 


js tubercular, and conservative men say 
that is even below the estimate; therefore 
pleurisy is a sequence oftuberculosis. Take 
the one surgical record of 164 cases of 
{fluid in’ the pleural cav- 
ty] operated upon—four died, seven had 
fistula, and 160 recovered. It appears 
to me that is a pretty good treatment for 
tuberculosis of the lung and effusion in the 
pleural cavity. Plastic pleurisy is repara- 
tive and curative to tuberculosis of lungs. 
Not because the fluid, as pus ofserum, acts 
as ‘antitoxic matter to the presence of the 
bacillus, because these are not always 
tubercular, but in the great majority of 
eases the tubercular bacillus is present and 
comes from the lung. If we have this large 
percentage of 160 out of 164 recovering from 
the operation for empyemia, if we have 83 
per cent of 164 cases of tuberculosis getting 
well, we have the most positive evidence 
that can be adduced to prove that tuber- 
culosis is repaired by pleuritic effusion, and 
how, by putting that lung at rest and treat- 
ing it as tuberculosis in other portions of 
the body, the reparative power of the lung 
against tuberculosis is greater than that 
of any tissue of the body. 

“You know that in repairing tubercular in- 
fection certain tissues have more resistance 
and repairative power than others. That the 
jung has the greatest capacity in this par- 
ticular is shown by the enormous connective 
tissue deposit in the lung with chronic tuber- 
culosis. See the mass of tissue thrown out 
there so as to dam up and prevent the 
spread of this bacillus into the neighboring 
parts. Therefore we Know from pathologi- 
cal investigation that the lung has the great- 


wer. 
can we ald and assist the lung In 


' -gfforts to throw out active tissue, to put 


it in condition to have the greatest power 
for the production of connective tissues? 
By putting it in condition so that it will be 
able to incapacitate the destroyer, to build 
up a cofferdam around it, to cover him in 
entirely, so he can render no injury to the 
tissues in the neighborhood. This is ac- 
cothplished by nature by pleuritic effusions. 
Surgeons aid nature in thisin three ways. 

“ First, by removing the ribs and allowing 
a contraction of the chest over the diseased 


ocus. 
: “Second, by opening the chest wall and 
admitting air into the pleural cavity, sep- 
arating adhesions if they be present, and if 
adhesions be not present by separating the 
jung from the chest wall and admitting air. 

“Third, and last, by injecting into the 
pleural cavity some material, not poison- 
ous, that can remain for a time and not be 
absorbed and then finally removed. 

“The idea of compressing the lung dates 
back over a century. The operation of re- 
moval of the ribs and liberating or resecting 


the chest wall has been performed a num: 


ber of times with success. I have been 


- working on the subject for three years, but 


during the last year have experimented 
practically with this method. 


Permanent Cure in Certain Cases. 


-“T have tried it in five cases of advanced 
tuberculosis with unqualified success. Asa 
result I can say with safety that-unless the 
lung is entirely gone a permanent cure can 
be effected. 

‘*The action of the nitrogen compresses 
the lung and gives it an entire rest. The 
nodule of tuberculosis becomes cicatrized, 
or scarified into a solid substance and the 


-new tissue builds up around it. 


*“*In one case which I commenced to work 
on in December last the patient, who had 
not slept for months on account of continual 


‘coughing, slept that night for the first time. 


The cough disappeared entirely, the night 
sweats disappeared, and the temperature 
was reduced to normal, thus leaving no 
symptoms of the disease. In April a skia- 
graph was taken of the case and the tuber- 
culosis was found to have entirely disap- 
peared. 

“ In the five cases in which I have used this 
treatment cure was effected in from four to 


€ight weeks. 


“The nitrogen treatment is exceedingly 
simple. It consists merely of introducing a 
hypodermic needle through which nitrogen 
is injected. The needle is supplied with a 
stop cock, by which the amount introduced 
can be regulated. There is a sensation of 
short-breathedness for a few moments in 
some cases, which immediately disappears 
and in every case is followed by relief, per- 
haps for the first time in years. This is par- 
ticularly noticeable in the absence of the 
tickling sensation which causes the patient 
to cough, and the cough disappears imme- 
diately. The patient is in no way affected,

Turns to Lung Surgery.

In the upper story of the barn that stands 
in the rear of Dr. Murphy’s costly residence 
at 3152 Michigan avenue, Chicago, is a room 
devoted to experimental surgery. The place 
is supplied with a regular operating table, 
made to accommodate a dog or calf. Ata 
convenient point there isa sink with running 
Water. Off the room its a closet for basins, 
instruments, dressing, and other articles 
used in surgical work on human beings. 

In this place Dr. Murphy began his ap- 
plied studies im lung. surgery. At first he 
removed sections of the lung and Hgated 
the portion left. The dogs so treated lived 
and recovered. Gradually the doctor re- 
moved more and more of the lung in suc- 

experiments, until finally a dog was 
relieved of one lung entirely. animal 
lived for seven months after the operation 
and was well, but at the expiration of that 
time it was killed to allow a careful examina- 
tion of the physical results of the experi- 
mental work. 

The doctor found that the remaining lung 
had increased in size to do the work of the 
companion which had been removed. In 
fact, it nearly filled the cavity that formerly 
had been occupied by both lungs. The point 
of excision had healed, and from all appear- 
ances the dog could have lived indefinitely. 

Again the axperiment of removing the en- 
tire lung of a dog was tried and it succeeded. 


Turns to Human Subjects. 


These results encouraged Dr. Murphy to 
turn his attention to human subjects. He 
has not, however, removed any human lungs, 

t has treated the diseased organs by 
external pressure with gas and by the re- 
Mova] of sections of the ribs to displace 
Cavities caused by consumptive ravages. 

In locating these cavities, after the usual 
Method of percussion, Dr. Murphy has 
brought to play original and successful ex- 
periments with the X rays.

study of the disease in the hope that dis- 


coveries would be made which would 
lead to its arrest and cure. Feel- 
ing their way step by step some of the 
earlier experimenters began to abandon 
the belief that the disease came to the child 
from its father or mother and thus was 4 
part of every fiber of the babe doomed 


from before birth to a fatal malady. The 


theory of external cause carried with it a 
companion theory of local inception. 

To: establish these theories countless ¢x- 
periments were made. To prove that the 


disease could be inoculated tuberculous ma- 


terial was transmitted to-animals with the 
result that consumption of the part invaded 
was developed. This fact was first shown 
conclusively in 1865 by Villemin. A storm of 
medical controversy broke when the an- 
Noted men took 
sides, those opposing the theory asserting 
that consumption could be transmitted by 
non-tuberculous materials. 

But the discovery of Villemin gradually 
gained supporters as further experiments 
ade. Klebs and Aufrecht insisted 
that they had demonstrated the bacillus the- 


sed tuberculosis of the eyes 
of guinea s and rabbits by inoculating 
fresh germs into the anterior chambers, and 
thus aided in paving the way for the great 
and accepted announcement of Koch that 
the germ of consumption exists and is in- 


variably associated with the disease. It is - 


now, according to authorities, universally 
conceded that only inoculated tuberculous 
matter can produce consumption, though 
some persons are more receptive to the 
germs from hereditary lack of resistance 
than others. |

of consumption, the medical men felt that 
they had the enemy where it could be en- 
gagea. The weapon to kill the germs of the 
disease was now sought. It was iearned that 
in many cases, as occurs frequently in other 
diseases, there were spontanecus cures of 
this malady. The general rule of medicine, 
that diseases with the aid of natural re- 
sources within the body have a tendency to 
cure themselves, was demonstrated again. 
This. was found to be true by the discovery 
of scars where the disease had been pres- 
ent, all other trace of the germs having de- 
parted. 

But as an ald to nature in expelling the 
intruder it was found expedient to resort to 
two kinds of treatment—general, for the 
strengthening of the entire body, as had 
been done before; and local, for the part 
affected by the aggressive disease. 

To improve the general health the patient 
was kept out of doors as much as possible 
in pleasant weather and was given ordinary 
wholesome food. Where possible the patient 
Was removed to a climate that afforded a 
pure atmosphere, equable temperatiire, and 
a maximum of sunshine. 

Most noted among the local treatments 
may be named the Koch tuberculin. Itisa 
glycerin extract of the cultures of tubercle 
bacilli. The treatment is by tnjection and 


the results have been considered marvelous 


in some cases, but after thorough tests the 
medical world has not accepted this remedy 
as a cure and is using it with extreme cau- 
tion. 

An American remedy that has many warm 
advocates bears the names of Drs. Shurley 
and Gibbes of Detroit, Mich., both eminent 
men. It is a solution of iodine and gold, 
which is injected under the skin and finds 
its way in the blood to the tuberculous part 
of the body, where its function is to arrest 
the disease. Dr. C. F. Chapman of Chicago 
has used this remedy with an admixture of 
creosote with excellent results. 

The deadly germ of consumption is de- 
scribed as a short, fine rod, often slightly 
bent or curved, and has an average length 
of nearly half the diameter of a red blood 
corpuscle. It is of course microscopic. It 
grows on the serum of the blood, glycerin- 
agar, and on potato. In blood serum it flour- 


ished best. Each germ has the power of 


division into two germs, mother producing 
daughter and so on until from one bacillus 
unnumbered millions spring. When the 
germs through the disintegration of the 
tissue finally get into the blood they are car- 
ried until they find lodgment, Where Jocal 
consumption et once sets in. From these 
tiny bodies there exudes a liquid toxine or 
poison that infiltrates surrounding tissues, 
and, getting into the blood, depreciates the 
fiesh-building properties that the liquid of 
life contains.

Talks of Compensation. 

Mr. Yerkes drew a gloomy picture of the 
confusion which he said would exist if the 
franchises expiring in 1903 were not to be ex- 
tended and new companies were to operate 
the lines affected, while the old companies 
continued their lines where the franchises 
have a longer life, thus charging two fares 
where one now suffices. Then he said: 

‘“* I will come down more particularly tothe 
subject that I think ought to be before us, 
and that is the extension of the ordinances 
and what ought to be a fair compensation for 
the city to receive. I have asserted over and 
over again in interviews which frequently 
were not published that I thought any street 
railway company which obtained a privilege 
in a street where the property was already 
built up and where the street railway com- 
pany was not doing any special good to that 
property should pay to the city something 
that was fair for the privilege of running its 
cars. 

“TIT have also asserted that where a street 
railway company extended its tracks into 
a country that was going to be benefited 
particularly by the extension of that track, 
into a.country that’was going to be built up, 
and the city extended, the amount of taxes 
that could be collected by the city was going 
to be increased and that there the street rall- 
road company should not pay anything. 
And I hold to that principle still. 

“TI suppose today that one-half of the 
street car lines are profitable; the other haif 
are not profitable. The profitable lines 
should pay for the privileges which they ex- 
pect to get by the extension of these ordi- 
mances, and other half should not. But 
there is the trouble. You cannot divide the 
Two. 


Favors Long-Term Franchises. | 


“The street railroad companies—and I | 


think I can speak for the South Side road 
as well as for the West Side roads—are anx- 
ious that a fair rate shall be paid, whatever 
that may be. But how we are to get at that 
is something for us to consider, not only 
now, but until the question comes up in the 
City Council, if it does come up atall. That 
is simply a question of figures and honesty 
between men and men. 

*“ Another question which has been agi- 
tated in this connection Is the length of time 
a franchise should be granted. There is 
great opposition to the fifty-year franchises, 
an opposition that has been engendered by 
the people who are opposed to anything con- 
nected with street railroads or their man- 
agement. They have educated the people to 
feel that if the streets are given up to thé 
street railroad companies, as it were, for 
fifty years, the people could get no rights 
whatever. 

“ But why should we have a fifty-year 
franchise? I will tell you. When the orig- 
inal statutes were placed upon the books 
which required the City Council to grant 
only a twenty-year franchise we then were 
having the horse railroads. Where 
it would take hundreds of thousands of 
dollars to get up a good-sized street railroad 
company in those days it would take millions 
of dollars at the present time. If that isthe 
case, why should there be the same length 
of time fora franchise? Put it in the shape 
of a lease. If you are going to lease a 
piece of property to a man and he !s going 
to make improvements on it, is he going to 
Make the same improvements on it on a 
short lease as he is on a long one? Not at 
all. I tell you if the State of Illinois would 
make these franchises in perpetuity it would 
be much better for the people as well as the 
street railroads, ard I tell you the people 
would get the best of it. 

Replies to Questions. 

Mr. Yerkes then took up and answereda 
long list of questions which had been handed 
in by members of the federation. Most of 
them he passed by, saying he had answered 
them in his speech, In regard to the others 
he said: 

“They want to know whether the entire 
$2,000,000 of Chicago Passenger railway 
stock has been issued and to whom. I 
would not feel that f was proper, as an. 
officer of the company, to say who got the 
stock, because whatever stock was issued 
was paid for. I do not think I ought to be 
asked to say who got it, because there may 
be some of the gentlemen here, and they 
might not like to have their private business 
given away.” 

Asked why the capitalization of the North 
and West Side roads was greater than the 
South Side, Mr. Yerkes said: 

“The North Side and the West Side roads 
were the outgrowths of the old West Divis- 
jon railway company and the North Chicago 
City railway company. It took a large 
amount of money to buy them. That cost 
is put into the cost per mile of the roads."”" _ 

Considerable applause followed the con- 
clusion of Mr. Yerkes’ speech, and then Mr. 
Partridge followed with a few supplemental! 
remarks. He complimented Mr. Yerkes on 
the spirit he had shown in coming before 
* this not too friendly audience,”’ and spoke 
of mutual concessions in order to get at an 
understanding of the question. 

* There is one thing I want to add,” said 
Mr. Yerkes. ‘‘ There has been talk of

in either the West or North Side roads. 
Every share that has been issued has been 
paid for, dollar for dollar. It is a popular 
thing to talk about watered stock when the 
people talking do not know what itis. I 
will tell you what it is." 

Here the audience began laughing and Mr. 
Yerkes, catching the point after a second, 
smiled and said: 

**I am not such a dummy as not to know 
what itis. It is when stock has been issued 
without being paid for or where a stock 
dividend has been declared without the cash 
back of it. The North and West Side roads 
have never done these things.”’ 


TEST DEPARTMENT STORE LAW. 


City’s Case Against the Boston Begins 
Before Judge Chetlain—Big 
Firms Interested. 


A test case under the city department 
store ordinances was put on trial before 
Judge Chetlain yesterday morning. The 
Boston Store is the defendant, but the Fair, 
Siege], Cooper & Co., and A. M. Rothschild 
& Co. are all represented in court by attor- 
neys, as it is. admitted they have violated 
the ordinances regulating the sale of meat, 
fish, butter, lard, cheese, intoxicating 
liquors, etc. 

The legal fight is being waged over the 
validity of the ordinances, which were 
passed on July 12, 1807. The defense holds 
that such power as the city exercises under 
these laws was not granted in the charter 
by the State, and, it is said, will even ques- 
tion the right of the State to grant such 
power. 

The attorneys for the city are D. E. Sulll- 
van and G. M. A. Miller and they expect the 
case will be concluded tomorrow. Yester- 
day afternoon was given up to Attorneys 
Stone and Wilson, who brought up the find- 
ings of courts in regard to other questions 
concerning department stores, endeavoring 
to prove that the discrimination against one 
class of business is unconstitutional.

Ernest J. Magerstadt, the Republican nom- 
inee, is of that nationality. Henry Stuck- 
art, the present South Town Assessor, wants 
the nomination and may try for it in the 
convention, but the City Hall leaders will 
support Kersten. 


Gahan Not to Be Slighted. 


Gahan was slated for Treasurer on the 
ground that, from a pecuniary standpoint, it 
is‘a better place than the Sheriff's office, and 
it has been agreed all along that he must 
have a good nomination, whatever happened. 

Alderman Schiake had been slated for 
Treasurer, but the plan now Is to oppose a 
German with a German, and he ts proposed 
for County Clerk, to run against Knopf. 
The slate nominees for the Board of Asses- 
sors are the four Democratic Assessors who 
were elected last spring. 

Outside of the foregoing names there fs 
much gossip. It has been suggested to name 
Patrick J. Dunne for Clerk of the Criminal 
Court, to run against P. J. Cahill, and to 
nominate Captain William P. Black for 
Probate Judge, in opposition to Judge 
Kohlsaat.

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LOCAL TRADING IS ENORMOUS. 


Activity Is Unprecedented—Biscuit 
Still Soaring—Money 
Is Easier. 


Trading in Biscuit shares reached enor- 
mous proportions yesterday. One hundred 
share lots kept changing ownership as free- 
ly as five or one share lots would in ordinary 
times. Altogether it was one of the biggest 
days the.local exchange has ever had in 
its history, and a profitable one it was indeed 
for brokers. The depression ruling in New 
York stocks during the day, on account of 
the action of Congress respecting the coin- 
age of the seigniorage, had no adverse sym- 
pahtetic effect on thé lécal market—which 
is now being governed entirely by independ- 
ent local causes. 

Biscuit again performed its daily record- 
breaking feat. The preferred reached 93% 
and the common 30%. The fact that the 
insiders and bakers connected with the 
plants through the country are leading the 
buying insures a pretty steady following. 
The prediction is that glucose prices will be 
reached—about 51 for the common and par’ 
for the preferred. 

City Railway sold back to 270—the loss 
on Attorney Grinnell’s death being fully 
recovered. The phenomenal strength being 
displayed by City Ralilway is convincing 
many people that a dealis underway. That 
the deal is not connected with a purchase of 
the Alley “L,”’ as believed in some quar- 
ters, seems reasonable in view of all the 
circumstances.

Alley “ L’”* Holders Worried. 


Alley “‘L” stockholders appear to be much 
disturbed over the talk of one of the directors 
of that company in favor of a sale of the 
property to the City railway. An influen- 
tial stockholder voiced the spirit of opposi- 
tion to such a deal as follows yesterday: 
“There will be some music in the air if our 
directors seriously attempt to sell us out to 
the City railway. The Alley ‘‘L’”’ is now be- 


' ing established on a good earning basis, and 


within a year I believe it will be paying 6 
per cent. The City railway might well like 
to get hold of the road while the stock is 
still cheap, but, as President Carter says: 
‘The road is not for sale,’ and it never will 
be until all the money that has been put 
into it has been gotten out. I am cenfident 
that a majority of our directors at least are 
not werking in the interests of the City 
railway."’ 

Glucose stock sold off yesterday, common 
being quoted 47%@48; pfd, 101%. There is 
no reason for the decline, except that some 
reaction may be due after the recent rapid 
advance. 


Money Rates Are Lower. 


Local rates of money still show a weaken- 
ing tendency. A fair rate for choice paper 
is now 4% per cent time and 5 per cent de- 
mand. Local bankers expect to do a good 
business in the forthcoming issue of govern- 
mént bonds, the success of which they be- 
lieve is assured. Country bankers will prob- 
ably be especially good buyers of 
the bonds, as it will afford 
much opportunity for the investment 
of money now piling up to the credit of coun- 
try bank customers, and which must now 
either be kept idle or on deposit in city banks 
at the small rate of 1% or 2 per cent. 

There was no further change in the bank of 
England rate yesterday. The weekly state- 
ment showed that the coin and bullion in- 
creased £971,000, of which £406,000 was gold 
imported for the week. The decrease of 
£869,000 in public deposits indicates the usual 
payment by the government for public sup- 
ply. These movements mainly account for ' 
the increase of over £2,000,000 In other de- 
posits. The reserve increased £290,000, and 
the return is a thoroughly strong one. De- 4 
tails of the gold movement for the week 
show the purchase of £122,000 in bar gold and 
foreign coin, and the receipt of £215,000 from 
Australia, of £45,000 from Italy, and of £24,- 
000 from China. 

During the day Japan drew £500,000 of its 
Chinese war indemnity from the Bank of 
England.

WHEAT TRADERS ANTICIPATD BRAR- 
ISH GOVERNMENT ESTIMATE, 


Omictal and Unofficial Reports Fore- 
cast a Heavy Yield—Northwestern 
Markets Break Sharply—Early Lo- 
cal Speculative Demand is Soon Sat- 
isfied—Coarse Grain Controlled by 
Weather Considerations—Oats Ad- 
vance Sharply. 


Coarse grain markets yesterday were 
strong on weather reports and dispatches 
telling of unfavorable crop conditions, but 
the wheat market dragged.

Chicago General Street Rail- 
way Asks an Injunction. 


GOES TO FEDERAL COURT. 


Wants Authorities Restrained 
Cutting Wires. 


RESULT OF SCHENCK CASE. 


Company Claime Right to Sell Light, 
Heat,and Power. 


SIMILAR eel MAY FOLLOW. 


Attorneys for the Chicago General Street 
railway company yesterday filed a Dill in 
Mreuit Court praying for 
an injunction to restrain City Electrician 
Ellicott, Mayor Harrison, and the City of 
Chicago from interfering with the power- 
supplying business of that company. The 
bill sets forth that the Chicago General 
Street railway company was incorporated 
under the “‘ general incorporation act,”’ and 
that under its charter is granted the right 
to operate street car lines and to supply 
light, heat, and power. It is also set forth 
im the bill that City Electrician Ellicott 
and the City of Chicago have interfered un- 
lawfully with the businese of the company. 

The action begun yesterday followed 
close upon the statement of Vice Presi- 
dent C. L. Bonney in a speech before the 
Illinois Street Railway association on 
Wednesday afternoon, that the street rail- 
ways could secure the desired protection in [ 
the United States courts, and the speaker 
defied either the city or the State to in- 
terfere with the alleged rights of street 
railways. Should the present case be de- 
cided in favor of the company, it is intimated 
par several similar actions will be insti- 
tut 

The present is the fourth piece of litiga- 
tion that has been brought up as the result 
of the cutting of one of the Chicago General 
Street railway company’s supply wires sev- 


eral ‘months ago. Last January City 
Electrician Ellicott secured the passage 
of an ordinance authorizing him to 


cut électric supply wires where they were 
not strung to his satisfaction. On April 28, 
by order of Ellicott, the feed wire of the 
company eupplying C. G. Schenck’s machine 
shops, at Twenty-second and Throop streets, 
was cut. The company immediately swore 
out warrants for the arrest of Ellicott, and 
began proceedings for $1,000 damages. Elli- 
cott secured his release in habeas corpus 
proceedings before Judge Dunne, and in turn 
began proceedings to recover $10,000 dam-. 
ages for false arrest. The City Electrician, 
it is alleged, then secured the passage of an 
ordinance making it a misdemeanor to fur- 
nish power from a trolley circuit. This or- 


.dimance was passed on May 23, and it is to 


prevent the enforcement of this ordinance 
that the federal courts have been appealed 


to. 
The bill for injunction claims that the 


- Legislature has never authorized the city to 


regulate the business of furnishing electric- 
ity for heating, lighting, and power supply. 

“Tt is time that the street railway com- 
panies began a fight for their rights,’’ said 
Mr. Bonney. ‘ This thing of being com- 
pelled to suffer loss and constant ixterfer- 
ence as the result of oppressive and discrim- 


inating legislation and ordinances has grown | 
’ tiresome. I believe the United States courts 


will uphold us, and it is certain that before 
we get through in those courts the city will 
find its wings clipped.”
